Honoring a daughter, bringing comfort 

to families of newborns

early every day since his daugh- 
N= Evan’s tragic and untimely 

death last spring, Todd Bard’s 
mission has been to do something to 
make her proud. 

He succeeded in a big way last week 
when a young father shook his hand to 
thank Bard for allowing him to bond 
with his infant when he can’t see the 
baby in the hospital. A foundation 
named in honor of Evan — the EvvGirl 
Foundation — recently purchased six 
video cameras for the Davis Neonatal 
Intensive Care Unit (NICU) at Baystate 
Children’s Hospital in Springfield. 

The cameras — the first of 55 the foun- 
dation hopes to purchase for the NICU 
— are part of a webcam system called 
NicView (see page 10 for more on the 
system). Parents and family members 
can log in remotely — from any Internet- 
accessible device — to view a live video 
stream projected by a camera above the 
baby’s crib or incubator. 

“Evan loved children. Evan loved 
families. She’s such an inspiration — and 
every day I just want to wake up and 
make her proud,” said Bard during a pre- 
sentation a presentation of the EvvGirl 
Foundation’s “Look At Me” NICU pro- 
gram on Jan. 17. The Nic View project is 
one way Bard, along with wife Barbara, 
son Elijah, and youngest daughter Leis], 
is creating a lasting legacy for Evan. 


One of the most poignant re- 
minders of Evan Bard’s love of 
children and nursing is a pink 
stethoscope — a gift from her ma- 
ternal grandmother - hung from 
an Evv Girl Foundation poster 
with photos of her. 


and happiness” by continuing their 
daughter’s love of nursing — especially 
NICUs, pediatrics, and maternity — as 
well as for early childhood education 
and cheerleading. A student at Curry 
College in Milton, Mass., near Boston, 
Evan was studying to become a NICU 
nurse when she died in an auto accident 
in May 2013. 

“Evan would’ve been so proud to see 
technology doing what it’s supposed to 
do,” said Bard after he and his family 
visited with Chris and Wendy Mollins 
in the Davis NICU to see the NicView 
system in operation. “It was awesome

Sanchez shared updates on park prog- 
ress, including news that the Agawam City 
Council voted during their October meeting 
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to include the group’s donation of $10,000 
for the proposed five-acre park at Shea Field. 
The first phase of development, a 2-acre par- 
cel, is funded by a grant from the Stanton 
Foundation, a private institution that offers 
grants for dog-related initiatives based out of 
Cambridge. 

A check presentation will take place at the 
Shea Field site on Monday, Jan. 27, where 
Sanchez will give a $10,000 check to Mayor 
Richard Cohen to contribute toward con- 
struction costs for the park. 

She noted that the group has also met with 
an attorney to begin the process to become a 
501 (c) (3) non-profit organization and that 
paperwork should be completed by the end 
of the month. 

“In speaking with Chris Sparks, director 
of Agawam Parks and Recreation, we know 
that Peter Wells of Berkshire Design Group 
will be completing the final architectural 
design. Some site work might have already 
begun, but the town is awaiting its first in- 
stallment of grant monies,” said Sanchez. 

The Town of Agawam will host a planning 
meeting to gather public input for the Aga- 
wam Dog Park at 6 p.m. Wednesday, Jan. 29, 
at the Agawam Senior Center. 

Representatives from The Berkshire De- 
sign Group will be on hand to present and 
gather ideas for the construction of the new 
dog park. Any questions about this meeting 
can be directed to the Agawam Parks and 
Recreation Department at 821-0513. 

The Agawam Dog Owners Group meets 
the third Wednesday of every month at 7 
p.m. at the Agawam Public Library. Upcom- 
ing meetings are Feb. 19 and March 19. All 
are welcome to attend. 

“We are hoping for a very exciting 2014,” 
said Sanchez. “It will really be a dream come 
true to have the park open later this summer. 
I am happy to see the commitment of so 
many and proud to be part of the process.”

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Opinion 
Out of tragedy, 
a triumph 


\ \ Je couldn’t be more in awe of the Bard fam- 
ily of Agawam. 

Following a motor vehicle accident that claimed 
the life of 20-year-old Evan Bard in May 2013, 
her family created the EvvGirl Foundation in her 
honor, and last week — just eight months after trag- 
edy descended on their own family — the Bards are 
bringing hope to others. 

On Friday, Jan. 17, the Bards — including Evan’s 
parents, Todd and Barbara, and siblings, Leis] and 
Elijah — provided six NicView cameras to the Da- 
vis Neonatal Intensive Care Unit (NICU) at Bay- 
state Children's Hospital for families with patients 
in the NICU (See story, page 1). 

Evan — a nursing student at Curry College at 
the time of her death — loved children and wanted 
to be a NICU nurse, according to her family. She 
wanted to be the one to help the families of the 
hospital’s tiniest patients. Although Evan isn’t 
here to see her dream realized, her family is work- 
ing in her memory to help bring some semblance 
of that comfort to others. 

During the last eight months, we’ve had ample 
opportunity to meet with the Bards to discuss the 
EvvGirl Foundation and its upcoming projects, 
but we were still surprised to hear that this par- 
ticular donation would be happening so quickly. It 
speaks to the love and dedication of Evan’s family 
and friends — and indeed, the community at large 
that has supported them over the last few months 
— to have realized this goal in under a year. 

Thanks to the NicView cameras, families will 
be able to access streaming videos of the NICU 
patients. Using a username and password, they 
can sign into NicView from any Internet-enabled 
device — including smartphones and tablets — to 
view the baby, all at no charge. 

They hope to build on their current donation 
and raise enough money to outfit every NICU and 
PICU in New England with a camera. 

Given the tragedy the Bards suffered last year, 
we are amazed at all they’ve been able to accom- 
plish in Evan’s memory so far, and we feel thank- 
ful to have been able to document their achieve- 
ments so far. We hope that our readers will join 
us in offering a collective and heartfelt thank you 
to the Bards for turning their immeasurable grief 
into something positive for others and showing 
us that we, too, can overcome grief to make the 
world a better place.

MLK, JFK and CTK 


On Jan. 20, we observed Martin 
Luther King (MLK) day. That got me 
thinking. 

On the Sunday before Thanksgiv- 
ing, many churches, including mine, 
observe Christ the King (CTK) Sun- 
day. We remember Jesus, who was 
sarcastically mocked 

s “King” before be- 
ing put to death on the 
cross. As he hung on 
that cross between two 
common criminals on 
either side of him, he 
was heard to say (Luke 
23:34): “Father forgive 
them, for they don’t 
know what they’re do- 
ing.” 

It is only this power 
of forgiving love that 
changes lives and _ al- 
ters history. No matter 
how unjustly or cruelly 
someone else has treat- 
ed us, no matter the 
brokenness that occurs 
in the world around us, 
we need to remember 
the example of Christ the King on the 
cross in the face of death. We need to 
live our lives with awareness that no 
matter what happens, we have the liv- 
ing hope of God’s forgiving love and 
the promise of his future kingdom.

even in our country’s short history we 
have some notion of kings. 

JFK. Even those of us too young to 
remember him have probably heard 
a lot about him — especially recently 
when we observed the S5Oth anniver- 
sary of his assassination. He had it all - 
great wealth, immea- 
surable power, good 
looks, charisma and a 
gift for lofty speeches 
that inspired a gener- 
ation. In our country, 
so generally opposed 
to the notion of kings, 
the Kennedy family 
was like American 
royalty. Around the 
world, JFK was in 
many ways looked to 
as our king. Our na- 
tion pinned its hopes 
on the promises of 
Camelot. Then came 
Dallas. “Father for- 
give them, for they 
don’t know what 
they’re doing.” 

Five years later it 
happened to another king — this time a 
man named King. Martin Luther King 
Jr.was looked to as a leader, a vision- 
ary, a prophet. MLK was a clergyman, 
activist, humanitarian, and civil rights 
leader. He received a Nobel Peace 
Prize for his efforts to combat racial 
injustice through nonviolence. Then 


came Memphis. This King also came 
to a bloody end. “Father forgive them, 
for they don’t know what they’re do- 
ing.” 

Those are just a couple of American 
examples of men who were revered in 
many ways — almost as a literal king 
— but who did not deliver the hoped-for 
vision because they were brought down 
by murder. The truth is, we will never 
attain God’s kingdom by purely human 
effort. Human beings just don’t have 
the answers. But if you think about it, 
we even rejected Christ the King also. 
JFK, MLK, CTK. All cut down in the 
prime of life. “Father forgive them, for 
they don’t know what they’re doing.” 

Some people might think it’s crazy 
to believe in an invisible God with an 
invisible kingdom that turns the val- 
ues of this world upside down. To the 
world, obeying Christ as King and liv- 
ing lives of service and humility looks 
crazy, yet that is precisely our calling: 
to live as the King lived and to do as 
the King commands. We are to live in 
humble, obedient love for others. Our 
king, and our kingdom, is not of this 
world. We need to live into the grace 
that Jesus allowed when he prayed 
“Father, forgive them, for they don’t 
know what they are doing.” We need 
to live our lives knowing that no matter 
what happens, we have the living hope 
of God’s forgiving love and the prom- 
ise of his future kingdom.

However, these same hometown 
candidates aren’t allowed to submit a 
separate candidate statement or listing 
in our special election edition. If a state 
or federal candidate living in our direct 
coverage town(s) is running in an un- 
contested race, no feature story inter- 
view will be granted. That information 
will be included in the general story 
that runs the week before the election. 
That story contains general informa- 
tion, including the names of all the can- 
didates who will appear on the ballots 
and polling information.

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Senate passes Election Reform Bill 


BOSTON -— The Senate voted 37-1 last week to pass leg- 
islation reforming the election laws in the Commonwealth 
by authorizing early voting for state and federal elections 
and primaries, allowing residents to register to vote on Elec- 
tion Day and creating an online voter registration system. 
The bill also allows 16- and 17-year-olds to pre-register to 
vote. 

Under this bill, Massachusetts would join 32 other states 
and the District of Columbia that allow early voting. Early 
voting would begin 10 business days before the election and 
end two days before the election. The first early voting pe- 
riod would occur in 2016. 

This bill would also place voters on the inactive list only 
after not voting in two consecutive federal elections and not 
responding to a notice from the city or town. Under current 
law, a voter can be placed on the inactive list for not filling 
out an annual census. If a voter does not vote in two addi- 
tional federal elections, the voter will be removed from the 
voter list. 

In addition to building an online voter registration system, 
the Secretary of State would create a secure online portal to 
allow voters to easily check their voter registration status 
and polling place. 

The bill also allows a voter whose political designation 
does not list a candidate to receive a ballot for the political 
party of the voter’s choosing. The legal definition of “politi- 


cal designation” does not include the republican and demo- 
crat political parties. 

The bill also does the following: 

Eliminates the requirement of a check-out desk at polling 
places; requires municipal election officials to attend annual 
training given by the Secretary of State regarding applicable 
state and federal election laws; eliminates the requirement 
for a cancellation device on voting machines; clarifies that 
the police detail requirement at polling locations may not 
apply to early voting sites; and, establishes an elections task 
force to review early voting and expanding technology, in- 
cluding costs, administrative requirements, reductions in 
wait times on Election Day, the feasibility of additional ear- 
ly voting sites and hours, voter turnout, Election Day mobile 
alerts and online voting. 

The Legislature moved an amendment filed by President 
Therese Murray to the Massachusetts Constitution to third 
reading in October that would also allow for early voting 
in the Commonwealth. Any constitutional amendment pro- 
posed by the Legislature must be passed by two successive 
Legislatures and also requires approval by voters in Mas- 
sachusetts before it can take effect. 

The Senate bill and the House bill will now go to a con- 
ference committee to produce a compromise bill for final 
passage and consideration of the governor.

lected for program: fiction, nonfiction, mem- 
oir, poetry, or graphic novel (fiction in comic 
book form) — then write a 24-page book. 


School to printing press in seconds 

Once the books are completed, teach- 
ers will upload them to an electronic online 
book tool called Lulu.com. Seconds after 
being uploaded, BNB will create hardcover 
books from the digital files. Every published 
student book will receive an International 
Standard Book Number (ISBN), a unique 
numeric commercial book identifier. 

BNB will give students a hardcover copy 
of their book as well as donate an archival 
copy to the Agawam Public Library. Later, 
book purchasers can get their books signed 
by the student authors at a book-signing 
event at the library. 

Books will be available for purchase on- 
line at the Lulu site. They also will be mar- 
keted to booksellers — and a portion of each 
sale will be placed in a fund to support the 
program for future eighth graders. 

“T love it,’ said Olson, 14, after hearing 
the presentation by Michele Brennan, vice 
president of marketing and communications 
for BNB. “I never thought I would have an 
opportunity like this. I want to write books 
that people will enjoy reading.” 

Brennan encouraged students to write 
about something they know. 

“You write whatever you want — it’s your 
book. Think big,” she said. “I don’t own it, 
your teacher doesn’t own it, BNB doesn’t 
own it, Lulu.com doesn’t own it. It’s copy- 
righted to you only. You own it.” 

According to Brennan — who came up 
with the concept after talking with an AJHS 
teacher during a student tour of BNB — her 
company will pilot the program in Agawam 
before rolling it out nationally in 2015. The 
national rollout will focus on the same de- 
mographic, eighth graders. 

Shortly after Brennan started at BNB last 
March she approached Superintendent Wil- 
liam Sapelli, Assistant Superintendent Alli- 
son LeClair, and Mayor Richard A. Cohen 
(who chairs the school committee) to get 
their approval to pilot the program at AJHS. 
She also met with the school’s English teach- 
ers, inviting them to tour BNB to discuss the 
program. 


Students will set benchmarks 
“Tt took about six months to develop the 
program and it will continue to develop dur- 
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Transforming eighth graders into authors 


ing the next five months by AJHS teachers 
and students. They will set the guidelines. 
They will tell us what needs to be improved, 
added, or removed,” explained Brennan. 

“People thought I was crazy to have stu- 
dents write books,” said Brennan, a native 
of South Deerfield. She added that she could 
have piloted the program in Boston, but be- 
lieved western Massachusetts — particularly 
Agawam — deserved the opportunity. 

“T wanted to do it someplace where it mat- 
ters,’ she said. “Agawam has the very first 
zip code, so why not do the very first kind of 
program here. Also, ve always wanted to 
give back to this area what it gave to me.” 

Nick Casamento, 13, said the program is 
his chance to prove he can write. “I’ve never 
been good at writing, so I don’t see myself 
pursuing a writing career. This is an op- 
portunity to try harder to see if I can write 
a book.” 

Similarly, Jaden Luke, 13, doesn’t see 
writing as her strength, but “...if my book 
goes well, I might think of a writing career.” 
She added that the program will give stu- 
dents “a good inside look” at the process for 
writing and publishing books. 


Writing skills essential 

Brennan told students that writing or 
speaking well is critical to how they are per- 
ceived by the kinds of words they use. Writ- 
ing, she added, transcends a variety of jobs. 
“Tf you like music, someone had to write the 
song. If you like a movie, someone had to 
write the story first. If you need instructions 
on how to use some software, someone had 
to write it.” 

To encourage students, Brennan plans to 
invite several guest speakers to share their 
writing experiences with the eighth grad- 
ers. She said they might not all be authors 
— some might be songwriters, screenwriters, 
or speechwriters. 

The core English curriculum at the eighth- 
grade level is reading and writing, so the au- 
thor program “works nicely,’ Brennan stat- 
ed. “The age is perfect. Their minds are still 
young and dreams are still possible. If we 
can get students to write a book and see their 
book sitting on a shelf in the public library, 
as well as in their home, they might be more 
apt to pick up a book and read it.” 

Thomas Grenier, 13, has enjoyed writing 
since sixth grade. He’s looking forward to 
seeing his book published. 

“T like the idea that my name will be in 
libraries ... for years to come.”

started playing varsity basketball (she was 
the first freshman to make varsity basketball 
in 20 years). Trudel was on her way to fulfill 
a dream and become an Olympic basketball 
player. 

One December during a game with just 
six seconds left on the clock, the unthink- 
able happened. The coach called a timeout 
during a game against Holyoke to have an 
out-of-bounds play, Trudel got the ball at the 
free throw extension, and her left knee hyper 
extended and exploded. The fear of the un- 
known overwhelmed Trudel and her family. 
All her dreams of becoming a professional 
athlete seemed to be over. She tore all three 
major ligaments, and her meniscus cartilage, 
which is often called the “unhappy triad.” 

“T didn’t know what I was going to do,” 
said Trudel. “Everything I had worked so 
hard years for had come to a screeching halt. 
My family and faith really helped to keep me 
going.” 

Trudel underwent major reconstructive 
surgery, followed by one year of rehab. She 
then went on to college where she was able 
to salvage some small scholarships for bas- 
ketball and softball. She chose to focus on

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softball and her team ended up winning the 
New England NJCAA championships, with 
a birth to the nationals, where they perished 
in the first round. Although her surgery was 
successful, she still wasn’t physically the 
same and basketball would not be a sport in 
her future. 

After college, she taught middle school 
health education and then went into sales in 
the Healthcare IT industry. However, some- 
thing was missing and she would soon feel 
the need to fill that void. 

She began focusing on another dream, the 
Ironman competition. Trudel began entering 
various triathlon distances to prepare herself 
for her new goal along with vigorous train- 
ing. She is only one of three Agawam natives 
along with Jen Scalise-Marinnofsky (Class 
of *89) and Judy Pignatare-Schachte (Class 
of ‘87) to complete the Iron distance. “Jen 
placed in her age group at Kona and Judy 
was a pro and came in sixth place in her age 
group at Kona,” Kelli added. “It’s truly an 
honor to be part of this with such incredible 
athletes.’ Through pain, sweat, and endur- 
ance, she entered the 2014 Ironman com- 
petition, which takes place in Los Cabos, 
Mexico, March 30. 


It’s no wonder she continually perseveres. 
She is surrounded by very courageous and 
strong people. Her spouse, best friend and 
soul- mate, Darla Shaffer, is a breast cancer 
survivor who, only 30 days after her last 
chemo session, participated in a triathlon 
and placed third in her age group. Her cousin 
and guardian angel, Shannon, bravely fought 
and lost her battle to cancer last year. 

“2013 was a year I never want to revisit,” 
says Trudel. “My biggest inspirations are my 
mom and dad. My mother, a polio survivor, 
went on to win the top female athlete award, 
the Babe Ruth award at Tech High School, 
and my dad for supporting us no matter 
what.” 

Trudel is also inspired by regular people 
doing great things. “I believe I am compet- 
ing for those who cannot compete,” she said. 
“T want to inspire others that anything is pos- 
sible as long as you work hard at it.” 

Her workout routine is six days a week 
for at least two hours and two of the three 
disciplines every day at very high intensities. 
She allows one day a week is for recover- 
ing, which includes a trip to the chiropractor, 
massage and cryosauna. 

She lives in Denver, Colo. with her spouse,

SPRINGFIELD - Agawam High 
School students were among the more 
than 200 high school students attend- 
ing the 74th annual Model Congress at 
American International College, Jan. 9- 
11. The student legislators came from 
schools throughout Massachusetts, as 
well as Connecticut, New Hampshire, 
and New York. 

The three-day event, the longest run- 
ning event of its kind in the country, is 
designed to give high school students the 
opportunity to engage in the legislative 
process firsthand and stimulate an inter- 
est in the process of government. Model 
Congress participants write, amend, de- 
bate and vote on a variety of bills dur- 
ing the three-day competition, many of 
which closely resemble bills currently 
before the U.S. Congress. 

AIC faculty and staff members judged 


the participants on their debating skills 
and knowledge of parliamentary proce- 
dure. Bills that passed in committee were 
taken up in House and Senate sessions on 
Saturday, Jan. 11. The awards banquet 
was held Saturday evening. 

Legislation filed by the Agawam del- 
egations included the President of the 
United States Act to mandate at least one 
full term of military service by all presi- 
dential and vice presidential candidates; 
and the Financial Regulation for Afford- 
able Tuition Act (FR.A.T.) to limit the 
amount of money a public college or uni- 
versity may charge a student in hopes of 
encouraging higher education. 

AIC student Marguerite Pratt, a junior 
physical therapy major from Southwick, 
served as general chair of the 74th Model 
Congress, which is organized and run en- 
tirely by AIC students.

The re- 
tired registered nurse and 
Feeding Hills resident 
was one of Evan’s inspi- 
rations for wanting to be- 
come a nurse. “Evan was 
born to be a nurse — she 
was. bandaging people 
when she was 2-years 
old,” said Plante.

| eae Bard’s vision to install video 
cameras in the Davis Neonatal In- 
tensive Care Unit (NICU) at the Baystate 
Children’s Hospital came over a cup of 
coffee. 

During a meeting in Hartford, Conn. 
last summer with a close friend who 
knew of his daughter, Evan Bard’s love 
for nursing and NICUs, Bard learned 
about video cameras installed at the 
NICU at UMass Memorial Medical Cen- 
ter in Worcester. 

After Bard saw the camera system 
— called NicView — he talked with his 
family and doctors at UMass about it. 
He envisioned bringing NicView to the 
hospital where Evan was born almost 
22 years ago. In December, Bard’s vi- 
sion became a reality when the first six 
of 55 planned NicView cameras were 
installed. 

During a presentation of the EvvGirl 
Foundation’s “Look At Me” NICU pro- 
gram at Baystate Children’s Hospital in 
Springfield on Jan. 17, the Bard fam- 
ily said the foundation raised $40,000 
through donations and fundraising ef- 
forts. Those funds were used to purchase 
the cameras at the Davis NICU as well as 
the five cameras to complete the Nic View 
project at the UMass NICU. 

A relatively new technology, Nic View 
—a computer with webcam capabilities 
— provides “live” video streaming (with- 
out sound) of babies in the NICU from 
a camera positioned above the baby’s 
crib or incubator. Families can view their 
babies at any time through a secure con- 
nection from a home computer or smart- 
phone — anywhere in the world. 

Developed with high security and 
privacy in mind, each NICU family is 
provided with a username and a pass- 
word for their infant. Parents are the 
only ones who can activate the webcam. 
All streamed images are encrypted. The 
system does not store any parent infor- 
mation, such as email addresses, and the 
video is not recorded. 

Each camera costs approximately 
$2,500, including a three- to four-year 
software licensing agreement. The fam- 
ily plans to raise an additional $80,000 
to $100,000 in matching donations to 
pay for the other 49 cameras at the Davis 
NICU. “For each camera a company or 
person purchases, their name and/or logo 
will be on the live video feed so all view- 
ers will see that name or logo for the life 
of the camera,” said Bard. 
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The total cost to complete the Davis 
NICU project will be approximately 
$135,000, he added. Bard said 800 to 
1,000 cameras are necessary to outfit all 
the NICUs and pediatric ICUs in New 
England — a goal he said the foundation 
is anxious to complete. 

“We want to rapidly raise that money 
as soon as we possibly can,” he added. 
Organizations such as local Rotary Clubs 
are working with the foundation (www. 
evvgirl.org) to raise the money. 

The Davis NicView system currently 
operates only two to three hours a day, 
but “families absolutely love it,” said Dr. 
Rachana Singh, an attending neonatolo- 
gist in the NICU. She added that it soon 
will be active 24 hours a day. 

“This is truly a wonderful and unique 
project the Bard family has helped us 
institute here in western Massachusetts. 
They have allowed families to interact 
with their babies, their grandchildren, 
and their nieces and nephews,” said Dr. 
Jeffrey Shenberger a neonatologist and 
head of the Davis NICU. 

“The Bard family made this project 
a reality for families — whether they’re 
in Springfield, other parts of Massachu- 
setts, or other areas of the country — to 
visit with their babies at various times 
throughout the day,” he said. Shenberger 
added that during January there were 
534 log-ons from eight states — including 
Alaska — and as far away as China. 

Ben Craft, director of Public Affairs 
and Community Relations at Baystate, 
said NicView makes the experience of 
being a NICU parent easier. 

“Many newborn stays in the NICU 
can last for weeks or more,” he said. 
“The camera allows parents to attend to 
other important parts of their lives while 
at the same time keeping a loving eye on 
their baby.” 

According to the EvvGirl Founda- 
tion’s brochure about the NicView pro- 
gram, families can develop a bond with 
their infant when the baby must remain 
hospitalized due to illness or premature 
birth after the mother’s discharge. The 
brochure also states that NicView can 
bring “great comfort” to parents who 
find a NICU admission a stressful event. 

Jane Albert, executive director of Bay- 
state Health Foundation — the charitable 
arm of Baystate Health — praised the 
Bards for establishing the EvvGirl Foun- 
dation in Evan’s memory to help others. 
“Evan’s here — she’s kind of watching 
over the babies — and that’s just an amaz- 
ing feeling.”

Falcons score four unanswered 
goals to beat Bruins 


SPRINGFIELD -— The Springfield Falcons (27-8-1-3) 
scored four unanswered goals in the third period to dissolve 
a two-goal deficit and defeat the Providence Bruins, 5-3, Sat- 
urday night at the MassMutual Center. 

Down by two goals entering the third period, the Falcons 
began the scoring early in the final frame. Spencer Machacek 
jammed the puck past Providence netminder Niklas Sved- 
berg on the doorstep just 36 seconds into the period, cutting 
the Bruins lead in half. The Falcons evened the score at the 
12:45 mark, as Jonathan Marchessault fired a shot from just 
inside the left wing circle that deflected off of Ryan Craig’s 
skate and into the net. For the Springfield captain, the goal 
was his seventh of the season and moves him into sole pos- 
session of eighth place on the franchise’s all-time points list 
at 123, one more than Jason McBain. 

Just 30 seconds after Craig’s goal evened the score, Sean 
Collins chipped a Tim Erixon centering feed past Svedberg 
to give the Falcons a 4-3 lead. For Collins, the goal was his 
sixth goal of the season and fifth in six games against Provi- 
dence. The tally also served as the game-winning goal, his 
first of the season. 

After a Michael Chaput minor penalty in the final minute 
of regulation, Andrew Joudrey scored a shorthanded, empty 
net goal with 35 seconds remaining to extend the Falcons 
lead to 5-3 and seal the victory. The shorthanded tally was 
Joudrey’s fourth as a member of the Falcons, tying him with 
Matt Calvert, Jeff Daniels, Jason Jaspers, Norm Milley and 
Erik Westrum for the most in franchise history. 

Joudrey’s empty-netter was his second goal of the game 
and third point of the contest.

Defensemen Tim Erixon and Cody Goloubef each added 
two assists and boasted a +3 rating in Saturday’s contest. 

Goaltender Jeremy Smith improved to 17-6-2, making 22 
saves on 25 shots in net for Springfield. Smith is now 4-1-1 
in six starts against the Bruins this season. 

Svedberg stopped 40 of 44 shots, falling to 15-8-3 this 
season. 

With the win, the Falcons improved their league-leading 
points percentage to .744. The team is tied with Manchester 
for the most points in the AHL with 58, despite playing four 
fewer games than the Monarchs to date. 


Falcons top Pirates in shootout 
The Falcons defeated the Portland Pirates, 4-3, in a shoot- 
out Friday night at Androscoggin Bank Colisee, snapping 
the team’s three-game losing streak. 
Goloubef notched the shootout-winning goal in the bot- 
tom of the fifth round, beating Portland netminder Louis 
Domingue high on the blocker side. The Oakville, Ontario 


native, who was named to the 2014 AHL All-Star team, now 
leads all AHL defensemen with three shootout goals and two 
shootout winners this season. 

Goloubef also notched the equalizer in the third period, 
firing a slap shot from the high slot that found its way into 
the back of the net. The tally was Goloubef’s fifth of the 
season. 

The Falcons held two separate leads before falling behind 
early in the third period.
